Although 1957 was a record year nationally for crime, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s annual crime report 
issued Wednesday showed Lincoln’s crime rate to l>e below 
both the regional and national average for cities of com­ 
parable size in 4 of the 6 crime categories.

pared with the regional av­ 
erage of 3 6 and the national 
average of 5.1 < based on a 
crimes per 100,000 population 
average). Lincoln had but 4 
robberies compared with the 
regional average of 59,6 and 
Ibe national figure of 64.3. 
States included in the same 
region as Nebraska are Min­

Mis.souri, 
Kansas, North Dakota an d 
South Dakota. 
Other major crimes com­ 
mitted in Lincoln d u r i n g 
J957 with comparable region­

ing counter to the recession, 
rose to another record high 
In March.

The labor department an­ 
nounced that climbing food 
prices pushed its March living 
cost index up seven-tenths of 
the biggest monthly in­ 
crease since July, 1956. 
This brought the index to 
123. 3% of the 1947-49 average, 
up 3.7% over a year ago.

Ewan Clague, labor statis- 
t i c s commissioner, c o m - 
mented that “ pt'oplo have got 
to eat’’ and said that despite 
the business recession they 
have been bidding up rela­ 
tively short supplies of most 
food items. 
The short supply was caused 
by bad winter and spring 
weather.

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Teacher Certification Report 


By WILLIAM O. DOBI.LB 


The o pinio n o f this newspaper o n the six- 
man faculty study co mmittee repo rt o n the 
teacher certificatio n issue at the University 
o f Nebraska was very ably summed up in 
the o pinio n o f Earl S. Fullbro o k, dean o f 
the Co llege o f Business 
Administratio n. 
Dean Fullbro o k said, and we agree, that 
*‘the repo rt itself carries no impo rtance 
no w. It is a questio n o f what the administra­ 
tio n wants to do with the repo rt that will 
make it impo rtant o r no t impo rtant.” 
This, o f co urse, wo uld be true o f the re­ 
po rt regardless o f its co ntents as the co m­ 
mittee had no autho rity 
to enact new laws o r po l­ 
icies fo r certificatio n o f 
teachers. Thui, it co uld 
no thing but reco m­ 
mend and leave the respo nsibility fo r im­ 
plementatio n o f its reco mmendatio ns in the 
hands o f Chancello r Cliffo rd Hardin and the 
Bo ard o f Regents. 
But what we believe 
Dean Fullbro o k intended to say was that 
the repo rt, in itself, is no t a stro ng do cu­ 
ment and co uld be fo llo wed in a variety o f 
wavs, any o f which might either impro ve 
co nditio ns, make them wo rse, o r leave 
them virtually unchanged. This, at least, 
IS o ur belief.

We wo uld no t have appro ved o f the re­ 
po rt had we been a member o f the co m- 


But this wo uld carry no o fficial weight, 
so to speak, as the Teachers Co llege wo uld 
no t even be o bligated to lo o k at the evalua­ 
tio n if it felt so inclined. Here rs where vie 
admit o f a po ssibility o Hmpro vement but o f 
little pro bability. This is so because o f the 
inherent inco mpatibility o f the situatio n a* 
we .see if.

In Itself 


mittee but we canno t say that ft wo uld fall 
to impro ve co nditio ns If fo llo wed co nscient­ 
io usly. But to achieve what we believe If 
needed will take a pro fessio nal ho nesty and 
a lack o f prejudice which we are no t co n- 
firient is In existence. 
in this, we sincerely ho p# we are wro ng 
and humbly suggest that judgment in the 
m atter no t ba passed at this time. The 
future will be the trial fo r any such as­ 
sumptio n. Our inclinatio ns at this time are 
based o n the o ver-all results o f the study 
co mmittee w^o rk. 


Only An ^'Evaluation" 
A careful analysis o f the repo rt sho ws 
that, basically, no t a single area o f jurisdic­ 
tio n o r autho rity o f the Teachers Co llege 
has Iveen infringed upo n with any degree o f 
firmness. It wo uld seem that the entire 
issue hinges o n two fundamental o pcratio n.s 
at 
the 
university—reco mmendatio ns 
fo r 
certificatio n o f teachers and matriculatio n 
o r enro llment o f students. 
As reco mmended by the study co mmittee, 
certificatio n wo uld still lie entirely within 
the sco pe o f the Teachers Co llege. Instrue* 
to ri In basic subject matter co urses o r de­ 
partmental heads o utside o f Teachers ( o l- 
iege co uld, as reco mmended by the co m­ 
mittee, “ evaluate” the teacher qualifica­ 
tio ns o f their students. 


Based On Mastery 


It IS o ur o pinio n, and that o f many o thers, 
that certificatio n sho uld be dependent, first 
and fo remo st, upo n mastery o f the subject 
matter co urses. The seco ndary co nsidera­ 
tio n fo r certificatio n wo uld be the mastery 
o f teaching metho ds co urses. It is felt that 
this pro ces.s is reversed at the pre.sent time 
and will remain rever.sed so lo ng as so le 
autho rity fo r certificatio n remains in the 
Teachers Co llege. 
No t until the pro cess is reversed will there 
be returned to o nr eduealio nal system the 
seho lastie 
standards 
and 
stimulatio n o f 
mind that are essential If we are to meet 
o ur respo nsibilities fo r survival In this mo d­ 
ern age. We can ho pe but can we expect to 
experience this reversal at the hands o f men 
dedicated 
to the belief that it Is mo re Im- 
l>o rtant to kno w ho w to teach than to kno w 
what they are teaching? 
There is next the questio n o f matricula­ 
tio n—no w kno wn a n dual matriculatio n™ at 
the 
University o f Ne­ 
braska. The study co m­ 
mittee membership split 
three to three 
o n this 
subject. One-half o f the 
gro up called fo r co ntinuatio n o f dual m a­ 
triculatio n and o ne-half asked that it be 
abo lished. 
With 
dual 
matriculatio n, 
it 
means that no student will be certified 
fo r teac hing in the state witho ut having been 
fo rmally enro lled in Teachers Co llege and 
r(‘ceiving a degree in educatio n. 
We fail 
to see the advantages o f dual matriculatio n 
and believe that a student sho uld be per­ 
mitted to matriculate in any co llege he so 
desires and still receive teacher certifica­ 
tio n by meeting, no t bureaucratic registra­ 
tio n requirements, but requirements fo r 
bo th subject m atter and teaching co urses. 
In the area o f matriculatio n, we can see 
neither much ho pe no r po ssibility o f a 
change as a result o f the study co mmittee 
repo rt, (’o mmittee members spent a great 
deal o f time and effo rt in do ing their jo b, 
regardless o f individual areas o f agreement 
o r di.sagreement with it. It is no w the much 
larger and mo re respo nsible task o f the 
chancello r to implement the repo rt to its 
fullest advantage fo r the university and the

Fluoridation Still Around 


Just when we tho ught flo uridatio n was 
abo ut dead in Nebraska, up po pped a state­ 
ment o il the subject fro m Dr. Mark I*. 
Muffley, directo r o f the State Health De­ 
partm ent’s Divisio n o f Dental Health. Dr. 
Muffley stated that “ every effo rt will be 
made by the department in advising co m­ 
munities, where needed, to have drinking 
water supplies adjusted . . . to affo rd m ax­ 
imum pro tectio n against to o th decay.” 
Dr. Muffley went o n to say that there 
were numero us requests at this time fo r 
info rmatio n and a.ssi8tanec. Three cities in 
Nebraska—Fairbury, Nebraska 
City and 
Superio r—are no w adding fluo rine to their 
water supply. Dr. Muffley said, and a sub­ 
stantially lo wer rate o f to o th decay has 
been no ted in these cities. 
Fluo ridatio n is perhaps o ne o f the mo st 


striking o ddities o f the day. It has been 
endo rsed by 
virtually every 
reputable 
medical gro up In the natio n and has many 
years o f careful study behind it but still 
has been a highly co ntro versial issue. In the 
field o f medicine, the wo rd o f the medical 
man o r do cto r is just never questio ned but 
this is no t the case with fluo ridatio n. 
When the issue was turned do wn in Lin­ 
co ln quite a number o f years ago . it was 
o ppo ised by .so me o f the finest public o ffi­ 
cials this city has ever had, including 
fo rmer Mayo r Clark Jeary and present 
Co uncilman Pat Ash, Effo rts to revive the 
issue have never met with much success in 
Linco ln. Perhaps such an effo rt will never 
again be made o r wo uld fail if it were made 
but we will never be quite able to under­ 
stand why. 


Slow On The Uptake 


While the Civil Aero natics Bo ard was 
meeting in Washingto n o ver the pro blem o f 
space co ntro l ano ther dreadful co llisio n to o k 
place o ver Nevada. An Air F'o rce jet and a 
co mmercial airliner met high in the sky 
and 49 were killed. 
Such tragic co llisio ns are o ccuring with 
increasing frequency. 
The public is reminded that the CAB has 
been meeting o n the pro blem o f air safety 
several years. It is also reminded that air 
hazard has been gro wing wo rse, no t better. 
It do es no t have to be to ld that federal ac­ 
tio n has been inexcusably slo w. 
Flying is greatly different than in the 
earlier years when mo st o f the safety 
practices were devised. This is an age o f 


fabulo us speed and great range. It is also a 
time o f defense urgency with military flying 
go ing o n in expanding numbers and ever 
widening sco pe. There is no lo nger such a 
thing as an untenanted, unused air space. 
The C.\B is co nsidering a designated air 
.space that canno t be entered by any planes 
but tho se with autho rizatio n. It wo uld be 
designed chiefly to pro vide safe o peratio n 
o f co mmercial traffic. That may pro vide 
part o f the answer. But no such space has 
yet been created, no r has any majo r mo ve 
been made to make the air safe again. 
There has been a surprising inactio n o n 
the matter. The public is no lo nger so inter­ 
ested in the why o f these co ntinuing trage­ 
dies. It IS requiring to kno w why mo re is 
no t being do ne to prevent them.

xMiss Boroviak wondered why we hadn’t listed a 154-8 
discus throw by Tony Divis, now on the Nebraska track 
team, for David City in 1956 as the State Class B record. 
The reason, of course, is that official state records can 
he set only in the slate meet. 
That’s the only time condi­ 
tions are generally equal each year. 
The rule is fair, but it means that Alliance’s great 
pole vaulter. Merlin (Beanie) Lawrence, will receive no 
official credit for his 13-*^4 vault last week. 
Hut the odds are that Law rence will successfully set the 
record when he gets to the state meet and goes indoors for 
the vault. 
Of course, it’s possible Lawrence will never make it to 
the state. Only 4 can qualify from each district. Lawrence 
will have competition from at least 4 other top vaulters in 
his district. 
They are Scottsbluff’s trio of Larry Donovan, Gary 
Elder and Ned p]infalt, plus North Platte’s J erry J ohnson. 
Lexington’s Marvin ^Blodgett could crack that field in 
the state meet. Bob Gibson of Falls City is yet another top 
contender. 
Needless to say, the pole vault field should be a dilly. 


Several other events are also shaping up with top-notch 
fields. 
In the sprints, it looks like the state meet will be a 
showdown affair between Scottsbluff’s Ray Knaub and soph 
Roger Sayers of Omaha Central. Boys Town’s Bob Cross 
appears the class of the 440, while Gene Owen of Central 
looks tops in the HHO. Tom Ash of Omaha North and Ray 
Stevens of North Platte lead the mile. 
In all these events, there are others right behind the 
leaders who should make things highly interesting. 
In some events, such as the shot put and discus throw, 
competitors this year are not up to the high standards set 
in the past couple of years, when Larry Fisher of Beatrice 
was the big man.

At the rate he’s going. Bean­ 
ie Lawrence, the sensation 
of the Nebraska high school 
track season, is going to have 
to get a longer pole.

last week with a 13% effort. 
Lawrence now takes a 12- 
foot grip on a 14-foot pole. 
His coach, J ess Borg, figures 
he might do 13-6 w’ith his pres­ 
ent pole, but may have to get 
a 16-footer to go higher. 
When asked how high Law­ 
rence could go, Borg said: 
“ He’s fooled me already!” 
Lawrence 
nearly 
made 


13-3% after making his 13-foot 
leap. On one try, the strong 
wind blew the bar off while 
Lawrence was taking off. Un­ 
concerned, Lawrence almost 
made it on another try, drag­ 
ging the bar with an elbow 
after lifting his body over. 
Lawrence, at 5-10 and 145 
pounds, is not big as vaulters 
go. But he has grown 5 inches 
in the past year. 
Last season, although only 
5-5, he managed to vault 11-9. 
“ He’s an inspiration to any 
boy who wants to do som e­ 
thing,” says his coach. “ He 
g et’s his goal in his mind and 
that’s it.” 
Lawrence had set his mind 
on breaking the state mark of 


12-9%. Now, he’s after the of­ 
ficial state record of 12-9%, 
also in the state meet, and is 
aiming at 13-6, at least. 
Determination, “ competition 
and tireless work are listed 
as strong Lawrence assets by 
his coach. 
Last year, he even prac­ 
ticed vaulting in a rainstorm. 
Ability to go on without tir­ 
ing is a must for a vaulter, 
whose event often drags out 
over a long period of time. 
It also helps to clear the bar 
on the first try, as Lawrence 
did on every effort before 
his record leap. 
Lawrence divides his time 
between the pole vault and 
high jump, though he concen- 


traties on the vault, 
h i g h 
jumping no more than is nec­ 
essary to win. His best jump 
this year is 5-10%, and his 
coach figures he could do 6-0. 
And Lawrence certainly has 
the competition this year, all 
from Scottsbluff. 
The Bearcats have a trio of 
top vaulters in Larry Dono­ 
van, Gary Ehler and Ned Ein- 
fait. 
Donovan and 
E h l e r 
stayed with Lawrence while 
he was progressing to 12-6%. 
Einfalt has done 11-9%. A l l 
should continue to force Law­ 
rence to better efforts. 
According to Borg. 
Law­ 
rence “ has flawless style. Ev­ 
ery vault IS just right.” 
And that’s what it takes.
